10. Confine your sales to central delivery 
points. Avoid making deliveries at every little 
town; as a rule customers can be induced to go 
to your regular delivery station. 


11. You may sell 500 at 1000 rates pera 
thousand rate is given, 50 at 100 rate, except 
where otherwise noted. Sell Forest Trees in 
even hundreds only. In giving 12 rates on Plum, 
Cherry, Grape Vines and transplanted Ever- 
greens, we will not allow you to put in less than 
2 of a variety in making up the 12, and in giving 
100 rates, you must not put in less than 5 of a 
kind. On Currant, Gooseberry, Raspberry and 
Blackberry, in giving 12 rates, you must not 
put in less than 6 of a variety, and not less than — 
25 of a kind in giving 100 rates.

WE PAY FREIGHT, EXPRESS OR PARCEL POST. 


The prices quoted in this list are for goods delivered 
at any railroad station. Do not write up orders for 
delivery at inland town (off the railroad). Some nurs- 
eries make an extra charge of 10% or more to cover 
cost of packing and transportation. 


TERMS OF PAYMENT 


All orders are taken with the understanding that 
cash will be paid in full at the time of delivery. unless 
payment has been made in advance. Liberal amount 
of stock given FREE when cash is paid at time order 
is placed.

Strawberries 


The success of a strawberry patch is due largely to 
the preparation of the plants for setting out. The best 
method is ta cut off the stems, leaving but one or two 
of the smallest leaves and cut off the ends of the roots, 
leaving them about four inches; this should be done in 
a cellar or cool, shady place.

When SPECIMEN EVERGREENS are shipped 
balled and burlapped, you need not remove the burlap 
from the ball. Dig the hole a foot larger than the ball, 
and deep enough so that the tree will set an inch or two 
deeper than it did in the nursery. Then roll back the 
burlap from around the trunk of the tree. Do not strip 
it from the sides of the -ball or the ball may break. 
Pack fine dirt very firmly around the ball and pour on 
enough water to thoroughly soak all the roots. The 
burlap left around the ball will soon rot away. 


How to Plant Balled in Moss Evergreens 


Many of our evergreens are balled in moss instead 
of in dirt. Take the burlap and moss from around the 
roots and plant like any other tree, using plenty of 
water, and tamping the dirt as firmly as possible.

It is most important that Perennial plantings 
be covered with a good, thick mulch of coarse 
material, preferably Evergreen boughs, coarse 
hay or straw to prevent alternate freezing and 
thawing during the winter months, which is very 
harmful to the plants, often heaving them out of 
the ground, which will ruin them. The mulch 
should be applied about the first of December 


after the ground is slightly frozen.
